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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: . 

With regard to claims 14-18, the prior art of record fails to anticipate or make 
obvious the combination of a sheet of material and the apparatus to cut a graphics area 
at the perimeter thereof from the sheet of material. The MPEP, see Section 21 1 1 .02, 
clearly sets forth cases wherein the preamble limits the structure of the claimed 
invention; particularly, in situations that require specific type workpieces for the 
apparatus to perform correctly, that is, the apparatus is intended to perform a specific 
task based upon a specific type workpiece not all types workpieces. Therefore, the 
patentability in this case is measured on the combination of the apparatus suited for use 
with the workpiece. The specific type workpiece, in this case is a sheet of material with 
a plurality of registration marks at and around the graphics area to be cut from the sheet 
of material, wherein the sensing means of the apparatus detects the locations of the 
registration marks surrounding the graphics area and communicates said locations to 
the cutting means so that cutting around the periphery of the graphics area is controlled. 
Claim 14 further requires in combination of the above said structure a reference feature 
identifier means for determining a coordinate region of the reference features if the 
reference features are not in an expected coordinate region on the sheet receiving 
surface and also senses the metrics of the reference features in order to infer the 
approximate positions fo the registration marks.
